RESPONSE 

Responsive to the Official Action dated June 29, 2005, the applicants elect, with 
traverse, the species of SEQ ID N0:1 for initial examination. The following claims are 
readable on the elected species: 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 9, 13, 17 and 18-22. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the election requirement and examination of 
the whole of the claimed invention are requested. The Examiner is requested to 
appreciate in this regard that the presently claimed invention relates to novel peptides, 
referred to as cytoplasmic transduction peptides (CTP) which exhibit superior 
transduction potential as well as a strong tendency to remain in the cytoplasm without 
migrating into the nucleus. Moreover, the CTP of the present invention is represented 
by the formula noted by the Examiner in the Office Action of page 2 wherein A is an 
amino acid exhibiting relatively high freedom at (p and qj rotations of a peptide unit, and
